When the Police Board convened Wednesday afternoon to 
resume hearing of the graft charges against suspended Assistan 
Chief of Detectives Keely, May Harrington, star witness for the 
prosecution, was sent out to be examined by A dispens: ry physi- 
cian on the contention of Keely’s attorneys that she is an opium 
fiend, insane and not competent to testify. 

The board then went into executive session, overruling the ar- 
guments of Keely’s attorneys that the charges against him be dis- 
missed as too indefinite to be answered. ‘

The attorney concluded by saying 
that no fair-minded man could expect 
anyone to defend himself against 
such indefinite charges. When he. sat 
down the members of the 
their heads together and 
for several minutes. 


Keely Not in Board Room: 


During the argument of counsel and 
the consideration of it by the board, 
Keely remained outside in the office 
of the clerk of the board. 

President Stewart then asked for 
the motion in writing and adjourned 
the session. 

The charges against Keely are classi- 
fied under nine heads. May Harrington 
and “Bud"' Fawcett are named in seven 
of. these nine counts, May Arnold in the 
other two. 

It is charged that in 190, 1902 and 1902 
he gave May Harrington improper police 
protection and aided her in esc aping de- 
tection, arrest and prosecution by con- 
cealing from his superior officers the 
fact of roberies committed in 
houses at &20- Market street and 16 and 
18 South Ninth street. This is the first 
count. The fourth count charges that 
he performed similar services for Faw- 
cett, Known to him and others as May 
Harrington’s partner in crime. 

It istcharged in the second, 
fifth counts that he ace epted from May j; 
Harrington, in payment for protection, 
sums of $ to $10 weekly, and gifts of 
wearing apparel, such as gloves and 
furs, knowing them to be the proceeds 
of robberies; and from Fawcett, for the 
Same reason; sums of money. 

Said That May Arnold Paid. 

The seventh and eighth counts charge 
tnat he gave similar protection to May 
Arnold in her houses at 2107 and 2119 
Market street and 18 South Ninth street, 
and that .at some time in 1908 or 194 
he accepted $20 from her for such ser- 
vices. 

The sixth count is the charge that 
in 1901 he received ‘‘a portion of $85,” 
part of the proceeds of a diamond ring 
sold to the Pierce Loan Co. Eighth and 
Pine streets. The ring, it is charged, 
had been presented by Fawcett to an- 
other detective, ‘in consideration of im- 
proper police protection,’’ and sold by 
him. Keely, it is charged, knew the 
details of the transaction. 

The ninth is that in the latter 
Year 190%) he communicated with 
Harrington, through Fawcett, re- 
questing t tell her ‘sand 
pat and tell nothing.’ The meaning of 
this message, it is stated, was ‘‘that 
she should not divulge to the Board of 
Police Commissioners, which was then 
prosecuting an investigation as to 
corruption in the Police Department, 
the fact that she had paid him (Keely) 
money and given him wearing apparel, 
all of which were the proceeds of rob- 
beries,’

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COCK-FIGHTING 
TROUBLES TAFT 


That Is One of the Weighty 
Problems He Must Face 
in Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—One of the 
questions that probably will confront 
Secretary Taft upon ‘his arrival in 
Cuba in the course of a few weeks will 
be the propriety of abrogating Gov- 
ernor-General Wood's decree forbidding 
cockfighting in Cuba. 

An overwhelming majority of the C u- 
bans themselves demand the right to 
fight their checkens as they have done 
for many years, even since the appli- 
cation of the Wood dec ree, though the 
sport has been necessarily conducted 
clandestinely. It was the arrest of a 
number of prominent Cubans, including 
at least one presidential candidate, for 
attending a cockfight, 
the crisis, and caused Gov. Magoon to 
promise that he wouid consider the 
petitions that were presented urging the 
abrogation of the decree, Nearly all of 
the planters favor cockfighting, accord- 
ing to those who have recently been in 
Cuba. 

When the sport flourished dhe Cuban 
laborer worked four days a week to 
support his family. Another day’s wage 
he set apart for the Jottery, and the 
last of the secular days he wroked in 
order that he might pracure funds to 
back hig favorite cock in the pit. Now 
that the lottery and cockfighting 
been stopped the laborérs and 
hands simply stop work for the 
days of the week, having no in- 
shis practice is

island industry and to have consider- 

ably curtailed production. 

Probably Secretary Taft will adopt 
the expedient of pe rmitting cockfighting 
outside of Havana and the larger Cuban 
cities, just as he did in the Philippines, 
to the satisfaction of natives and their 
employers.

WATERBURY, Vt., March 6.—In the

age her property and income. He is Dr. 
Ix. J. Foster, the legally adopted son 
of Mrs. Eddy. While he is taking no 
part in the controversy over Mrs. Eddy’s 
mentality and is remaining in seclu- 
sion in Waterbury, he naturally has a 
lively interest in the proceedings. 

Dr. Foster is 60 years old, makes his 


home with an aged stepmother, and 
spends much time in travel. He is 
deeply interested in Masonry and is 
Grand Lecturer of the State Grange and 
prominent in G. A. R. circles. Huis life 
is full of interest-- He was born in 
Moreton, Vt.. and enlisted as drummer 
boy at the age of 15 in the Tenth Reg- 
iment Vermont Infantry, serving in that 
capacity and as a member of the regi- 
mental band until the close of the war. 

After the war he attended school for 
somejtime and then. choosing medici.te 
for his profession, was graduated from 
the Philadelphia Homeopathic Hospital 
College, .and later from the Massachu- 
setts Medical College. He is not now 
engaged in practice, leaving it, as he 
says, ‘‘to those who have to; I don't” 

Village gossip has it that his seem- 
ingly plentiful supply of funds comes 
from his adopted mother. By what he 
oelieves was the snatching from death’s 
door of a Grand Army comrade by 
Christian Science, Dr. Foster's attention 
was drawn to the new cult and he jour- 
neyed to Boston to consult its head. He 
met Mrs, Eddy and was invited by her 
to become one of her scholars. He did 
so, took the course of lessons, and be- 
came a qualified healer. 

In the course of his practice as a heal- 
er Dr. Foster often came into contact 
with Mrs. Eddy. In November of the 
year 1888, when Mrs. Eddy was 6/7 years 
old and Drv Foster 41, she legally adopt- 
ed him under the laws of the State of 
Massachusetts as her son, and Eddy 
was added to his name. For 15 years he 
made his home with her, going by the 
name of Dr. Foster Eddy. Since his re- 
turn to Vermont he has dropped the

Lived at Pleasaht View. 


Dr. Foster went to Concord 
Mrs. Eddy and for some years Pleas- 
ant View was his home. He knows 


intimately Frye, Hering, Mrs. Leon- 
ard and the other persons who have 
figured in the incidents’ since Mrs. 
Eddy gave the now famous interview 
last October. 

“Although it is seven years since I 
personally saw Mrs. Eddy,” said the 
adopted son, “I have been in commu- 
nication with her during that time. 

I 
do not feel that I am called upon to 
mix up in this affair, but I hold my- 
self in readiness to go to Mrs. Eddy 
if she needs me and calls for me. Un- 
less she does I a@hall not attempt to 
disturb her seclusion, for Il know she 
wants to be alone. She is éngaged in 
a great work, which I mayx_not speak 
of except to say that it is an endeav- 
or to carry further the principles and 
ideas of Christian Science.

BURGLARS USE LADDER 








One Victim Awakened by Blind- 
ing Glare of Flashlight 
Thrown on Face. 


Two burglars, using duplicate keys 
and flashlights, robbed the home of 
Tuisca M. Doellner, a painting con- 
tractor, 3931 Castleman avenue, and 
that of John K. Hotze three doors west 
on the same street, early Wednesday. 
Their plunder was $1 in cash and a 
gold watch belonging to Doellner, and 
$150, a diamond ring and a gold watch 
from Hotze.

O’Leary and several police- 
men from the Magnolia avenue station 
soon arrived and began a search of 


the neighborhood for more victims. A 
ladder leaning against the rear of 
Hotze’s house caused an investigation 
a which revealed the second burg- 
ary. 

At Doellner’s home the thieves had 
tried to force a sash with a spade taken 
from his shed. The catch on the win- 
dow resister their efforts. It is sup- 
posed they then used their keys and 
opened a rear door. 

Searched Every Room. 

Every room showed traces of the 
men's pregence. They searched clos- 
ets, drawers and other receptacles, ig- 
noring silverware and everything but 
money and jewelry. <A _ servant girl 
was not awakened. 

The ladder raised to the second storv 
of Hotze’s house had been taken from 
Doellner’s shef. The burglars climbed 
to the window and tried to pry it, but 
abandoned that task and resorted again 
to their keys. In Hotze’s home as in 
Doeliner’s the men ransacked every 
room, but-~aroused -none of his fam- 
ily. His wife, his brother, his mother, 
his children and himself were asleep 
in apartments which gave signs vt the 
burglars’ activity. 

Mr. Doellner could give the police no 
description of the men. He gaid the 
light blinded him so that he was unable 
to tell whether they were white or 
black. 

Mr. Hotze is a harness manufacturer. 
He was not aware of the robbery until 
the policemen awoke him. 


TWO WOMEN CLAIM BODY. 


Dispute Over Identity of Man 
at New Albany, Ind. 


Mrs. Christine La Blanche, 238 North 
Second street, East St. Louis, will go 
to New Albany, Ind., next week. to 
claim the body of a man who she is con- 
vinced was her husband. He was killed 
in the railroad yards there Dec. 16, 1996. 

The body has another claimant. A 
woman giving her name as Daisy Mur- 
phy La Blanche says she was married 
to Eli La Blanche in New Albany, in 
July, 1906.

NEW YORK, March 6.—Stocks con- 
finue to slump in Wall street and 20 
prominent ones show an aggregate de- 
cline of $870,000,000 since the high-water 
mark of eight months ago. The best 
market opinion is that, while the list 
may gO somewhat lower, a rally is due. 

Hundreds of bankers are facing loss 
of the bulk of their fortunes through 
pool operations. Hundreds of wealthy 
men in all parts of the country have 
tasted ruin and must start life anew. 
They are concealing their tnjuries, but 
the loss on stocks quoted in Waii street 
amounts to more than iwo billion dol- 
lars in the last eight months, and that 
loss has fallen on a smaller number 
of investors than ever before made up 
a Wall street public. 

It is a rich man’s_panic. The mass of 
the public is untouched, for it has kept 
away from the market. The decline has 
been the most severe ever known in 
such a short period. Prices have fallen 
from ten to more than a hundred points 
in leading issues. Quotations in scores 
of stocks were lower yesterday’ than 
since the great depression of 1903, and in 
many isues even those low records were 
broken. 

In the last eight months new stocks 
and bonds of the par value of about 
$1,000.000,000 have been created by cor- 
porations, But for every dollar of new 
stocks at least $2 of market price have 
been cifpped from the old ones. Twenty 
stocks selected from the list of 200 
commonly traded in on the Exchange 
show an actual loss of $870,000,000 from 
the high prices of last year. 

Loss Tuesday, $100,000,000. 

In most instances these high prices 
were recorded in the boom that followed 
the Union Pacific dividend increase. 
The loss of vesterday alone was more 
than $100,000.000. So. excited were the 


unfortunate owners of stocks that there 
were transactions of 180 different issues. 
This is an unusually large number for 
one da'y. 

The tremendous total of business was 
distributed evenly, and in only a few 
stocks were there evidences of profes- 
sional raiding. It was made to appear 
that savage drives were in progress 
against certain stocks, but in nearly 
every instance the drives were the re- 
sult of attempts of pools to liquidate. 
Few persons in Wall street are in posi- 
tion to make drives, as nearly everyone 
has a line of stocks he is afraid ‘to en- 
danger. 

One fact stands out clearly—that J. P. 
Morgan and his followers are not wor- 
ried. It is believed they have unload- 
ed every share with which they care to 
part, and that the Rockefeller system 
has furnished the purchasers. The 
Rockefellers have made their burden 
easier to carry by unloading great 
blocks of stocks on the Union Pacific 
treasury. In the great panic of 193 it 
was the Morgan people who had to 
worry with the stocks. 

It is impossible to place » losses 
definitely and name the losers, Decause 
everyone is shielded by his broker. It 
is known, however, that the Union Pa- 
cific has a loss of about $20,000,000 on 
its purchases of the last eight months. 
Its profits in previous deals far out- 
measure this and it has escaped far 
greater loss by selling its Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific. 

Mining Boom Saves Many. 

In the majority of cases losses repre- 
sent inflated fortunes that have col- 
lapsed, rather than actual ‘osses of 
money earned in the course of business 
enterprises outside of Wall street, 

One case is reported of a ‘nerchant 
who had a credit balance of more than 
$1,000,000 three months ago. At the 
opening yesterday his balance was less 
than $100,000 and at the close he was 
worth about 630,000. Many cases were 
eeres of pools that had lost every 
doliar of the profits of months of ex- 
¢ited manipulation. Many pool mem-

bers were in distress because they had 
| pledged their undistributed pool profits 
for individual speculations. 

Usually in such a severe decline lead- 
ers of bear rties make fortunes, but 
the present decline has been conducted 
‘in such masterly fashion that the bears 
have been forced to cover frequently at 
a loss and find themselves at the t- 
tom of a decline without profits.

The prize red carnat-.ns are in the 
exhibit of a Chicago firm.

Asparagus fern and pink ribbons are 
used for the ceiling and chan/eliers, 
pink ‘roses are massed on the mantel, 
and in a great vase, in the shadowy 
ccerner, where color is needed, there 
are vases of red roses, so placed that 
they neither pale the pink ones nor 
quarrel] with them. 

To one side is a big lot of “Lion's 
mouths,’ at least the cultivated species 
of what country school children knuw 
by that name. The flowers <re larger 
and have a deeper yellow color than the 
wild species. 

The colored baskets in which the 
spring flowers are placed are of har- 
monizing tints. The hyacinths have 
pink and purple and white baskets, the 
two-colored tulips, baskets of two col- 
ors, the yellow crocuses, baskets of ail 
yellow, and so on. 

Oranges Seen Growing. 

A Chicago man has a fern and azalea 
display that gives pleasure to those who 
like freshness of green and richness of 
color in flowers. 

Tall St. Joseph lilies make a display 
from that city look as if it were ready 
to go to church. Oranges are growing 
on the trees in the miniature unglassed 


greenhouse in which another firm has, 


its flowers and ferns. 

Perhaps one of the best creators of 
pleasant thoughts is the birchbark used 
in making vases for some of the tlow- 
ers in the cut-flower collection. The 
flowers in the birchbark vases are sim- 
ple in kind and are arranged careless- 
lv, as if the person who picked the bou- 
quet: had laid it down while he fash- 
ioned the vase. 

In contrast to these are the cxhibits 
entered for the floral basket prize. One 
of the prettiest, as well as sweetest 
smelling, of these is of violets, hya- 
cinths, lilacs and has its handles -tied 
with pale yellow ribbon.
